Tho Acridest Was fanned by Hoary 


Haiti* Undermining a Trestle 


Through Which Hie Train 


Plunged W ith it* Load. 


Porn, Ind., .Ton*- 26 —Sixteen portions 
killed aud about 50 seriously injured in 
a wreck Tit, train No. 3 west bound W a­ 
bash limited, nine miles west of thin 
city early this morning. 
AU the dead 
wore italians en 
route to Colorado. 
Many of the injured undoubtedly will 
die. 
The canso of the accident was under* 
mining of a trestle by th** heavy rains. 
Through this trestle the engine plunged 
Into a deep cut followed by th** express 
car, three chair curs and an emigrant 
car. 
The injured were placed on a spacial 
train and brought to the hospital in 
this city. 
The wreck was one of the worst ip 
the history of northern Indiana. 
This 
distance cf the wreck from tho town 
made particulars hard to get. 
Little attention was paid to the dead. 
They wen* laid aside and attention cen­ 
tered on helping the wounded out of 
the wreckage. 
The train was attempting to make up 
some lost time when wrecked. 


NO RIGHT TO MINERAL. 


T h o * * F o u n d o n I .iin d i I tn n g h t f r o m th * 
Stat* Halon# to Purcliusr, 
Austin, June 26 —The supreme court 
has decided that in lands classified as 
agricultural lands belonging to the state 
and sold as such to actual settlers, the 
state has no right in the minerals on 
such lands; that minerals under tho land 
belong to the purchaser and that it is 
not necessary for tile purchaser to make 
an affidavit when he makes application 
to purchase such lands to the effect that 
to the best of his knowledge aud belief 
the lands contain no mineral deposits. 
This decision settles the question of the 
state's rights to the minerals on the 
school aud university lands. 
Tho case was that of Angust Schen- 
dell against Lind Commissioner Charles 
Hogan for a writ of mandamus to com­ 
pel the land commissioner to issue a 
patent and the governor to sign the 
patent to a fractional section of school 
land in Fort Bend county. 
This question involved millions of 
acres of mineral lands in ami around 
the Beaumont oil fields 
The court 
holds that the state has no claim what­ 
ever to the minerals.
